General’s Awards for Distinquished Service in connection with the case of United States v.

York.

The prosecution team was nominated for its superior and exemplary service to the
Department of Justice for the successful prosecution of cult leader, racketeer and serial child
molester, Dwight D. York - one of the most significant and expansive investigations conducted
in the Middle District of Georgia, and one of only a handful of RICO cases ever indicted by the
Office of the United States Attorney for the Middle District of Georgia.

York was convicted by a federal jury of using his cultist organization to conceal a
massive scheme to transport minors for unlawful sexual activity - a case that involved more than
30 child victims from January 1988 through May 2002. On April 22, 2004, York was sentenced
to 135 years imprisonment.

The nomination stated “Through the two year commitment and determination of the
prosecution team and federal and state investigators, who coordinated and secured the
testimonies of 16 victims residing in multiple states at the time of the York trial, the

Administration and the Department of Justice achieved one of its highest priorities: combating



crimes against children.”
